LESSON NO. ‘5. 
FIRST DAYS IN CAMP. 


(Preceding Lessons: 1. Your 
Post, of Honor; 2. Making 
Good in the Rasy 3. Nine Sol- 
diery Qualities; 4. Getting 

Ready for Camp.) 


When the time comes for you 
to enter the army, you will be 


instructed to report at some con- 
venient place in your own neigh- 


borhood. The exact instructions 


will be given later. As quickly 
thereafter_ as proper arrange- 
ments can be made, you and the 
other men who are assigned to 
report to the same officer will be 
transported to the training camp 
(or cantonment, as it is some- 
times ealled). 

There: wiki be nearly 40,000 
men in each cantonment. The 
task of preparing for your ar- 
Fival is enormous. Each canton- 
ment will require 25,000,000‘ feet 
of lumber, 7500 doors, 37,000 
window sashes, 4665 casks of 
‘ Portland cement; “and 5000"yards 
of broken stone. The water sup- 
ply of a cantonment will be 
2,500,000 gallons a day. It will 


have. its own sewerage system, 


fire department, bakeries, ice 
plants and hospitals. It will 
even require a gigantic steam- 
heating plant. Sixteen cities, 
each with a population of 40,000, 
well cared for—that is the task.

At 
the same time they will also* put 
you into the right frame of mind 
for a vigorous day’s work. 


In the mornings when the 
bugle rings out the reveille, and 
you crawl out of your bunk re- 
luctantly, possibly tired and sore 
from the previous day’s work, 
you -will find yourself wonder- 
fully freshened and cheered up 
by a few minutes’ vigorous set- 
ting-up exercise.
